Strong and Pointed Language From 


an Irish Editor. 


CHICAGO, May 17.—The Citizen, published by 


John T. Pinnerty, member of congress from the 
Third Illinois district, has the following edito- 
torial headed "Boyco t the Pope:" "Of all the 
productions of papal interference in the affairs 
of Ireland that have marked the policy of the 
Vatican from the days of Adrian IV to' those 
of John XXII, and from the reign of that 
pontiff to the present time the last circular ad- 
dressed by Leo XIII to the Irish bishops and 
clergy in regard t > the Parnell fund is the most 
intolerably impertinent. ,If the Irish people 
submit cravenly to this latest lash of the whip 
being furnished by the pope's worthy ally, 
Victoria, 'by the grace of God,' etc., queen of 
Great Britain arid Ireland, and empress of 
India, they will forfeit the respect of the world 
at large.! 'But what are they going to do about 
it?' may be asked 
We reply, let them hold 


public meetings throughout every diocese in 
Ireland, pass resolutions sternly 
denounc- 


ing any 
more 
of 
his 
holiness' 
unholy 


intervention in Irish politics, and let him once 
for all time firmly and respectfully mind bis 
own business, as the head of the Catholio 
church. They might supplement this action by 
resolving not to contribute a single cent of 
"Peter's Pence" while Leo XIII occupies the 
papal chair, or at least until he quits his palpa- 
ble and scandalous political alliance with the 
arch enemy of the Irish nation and race. In a 
word, we advise our countnmen, if they have 
any respect for themselves, or for Ireland, 
to 
b >ycott the pjpe and 
teach 
him a 


lesson that may be serviceable, at least to his 
successor. * * * Cut off s >me of the mone- 
tary supplies of .Leo XIII, and teach him, with- 
out being misunderstood, that the Irish race 
cannot be bulldozed into slavery by the bayo- 
nets of England or by the thunders of Rome.

CHINESE MURDERED 


And Their Cabins Burned by White 


Men. 


VICTOBIA, B. C., May 17.—Accounts from 


Mainland state that the conduct of the men 
who attacked the Chinese was cowardly and 
brutal. The white men who had an altercation 
with the Chinese beat them off with pickhandles. 
At night when the Chinese were in bed the 
camp was attacked by a crowd of white men 
armed with clubs. They struck down then Chi- 
nese as they rushed out of their cabins in the 
dark. Nine were left on the ground for dead. 
The mob set fire t > the houses and decamped. 
As the white men left some of the Chinese has- 
tened back to the camp and tried to put otft-lhe 
.fires,' but there being no water everything was 
burned up. Yee, Fbok died in the morning. 
The Chinamen sent to Lyton for wagons to 
bring the murdered and wounded men to town, 
there being no white doctor willing to assist the 
Chine-e. The Chinese doctor from Yale says 
turee more of the wounded will die. Nine of 
the Chinese had frightful wounds about their 
head*, in one case the brains oozing out. The 
coroner found it impossible to procure a medi- 
ca! examination of the murdered men.

SAN FEANCISCO, May 16.— lelegraph reports

In some of tne 
northern conntie* where rains, rushed the grain 
a good d al will have to be cut for hay. 
Summarized items show that the unusual 
May rains have tended to benefit the wheat in 
the middle and southern sections. The north- 
ern hay crops havf been more, or leas damaged 
th' onghont the state. The fruit crop is affected 
to a large extent, similar to wne it. In the most 
northern counties a large proportion of- the 
fruit, except apples and peaches, is destroyed, 
bnt the southern connties have been ben fitted 
by the rain. The grape yield is large. The 
Fresno locality gives an enormous quantity. 
Over 8,000 new acres begun to yield this year.

Meet and Greet Each Other. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Despite the lowering 


clouds and threatening weather yesterday, to- 
day proved most auspicious for the opening 
ceremonies of the. reunion of tha Army of the 
Potomac. By 9 o'clock the various uniformed 
mili.ary organizations which were to take part 
in the parade were on the move, aad sounds of 
martial music greeted the ear from a dozen 
quarters. At 10 o'clock the escort under com- 
mand of brevet Maj Gen R. B. Ayers, U. 8. A, 
took a station, along Fifth street witlf the right 
resting on Pennsylvania avenue. The society of 
the Army of the Potomac, under command of 
Gen. A. A. Humphreys, president of the socie- 
ty, and his staff, formed in column of fours at 
the Biggs House.

Commissioner McFarland, of the gen- 


eral land office, has made two rulings re- 
cently in regard to commutation and en- 
tries of homesteads, which are of consid- 
erable importance in this section of Uncle 
Sam's domain. The commissioner holds 
that tinder the rulings and practice of 
the office, in accordance with the third 
section of the act of May 14,1880, a per- 
son duly qualified to make a homestead 
entry, who has^gettled upon a tract of 
land legally subject to homestead entry, 
with the intention to acquire title to the 
same under homestead law, and who has 
resided upon and cultivated the same for 
the period of six months, may make his 
homestead entry and give notice of his 
intention to make commutation proof 
under section 2301 of the Kevised statutes, 
on the same day, or he may give notice 
of his intention to make the entry and 
the commutation proof in advance; and 
after the notice shall have been posted 
and published in the manner and for the 
period prescribed by the act of March 3, 
1879, he may legally make the homestead 
entry and the commutation on the same 
day. 
» 


In regard to^ate of homestead entry; 


the commissioner has sent to the land 
officers of Crookston, Minn., a letter in 
which he holds that the five years' al- 
, lowed in a homestead entry dates 
from entry and not from the com- 
mencement of personal residence on the 
land entered. This decision was rendered 
on the appeal of Barney Phillips from a 
decision of the land officers rejecting final 
proof offered by him in a homestead en- 
try. The fa,cts are that Phillips made his 
entjry November 6, i877, established an 
actual bona fide residence on the land 
March 15,1878, and had continuously re- 
sided thereon and cultivated the same up 
to date of final proof, January 14,1883, a 
period of four years, nine months, and 
twenty-nine days from date of beginning 
actual residence, and of five years, two 
months and eight days from date, of en- 
try. It was endorsed by the local land 
office itpon final proof as follows; "Re- 
jected for the reason that the within tes- 
timony does not show an actual residence 
by claimant • of five years." 
Phillips 


through his attorney appealed from this 
decision on the ground that the same "is 
contrary to law and rulings of the general 
land office," and urges that, inasmuch as 
his residence was established on the land 
within six months from date of entry, he 
was not in default, and his time of resi- 
dence counts from the time he filed his 
homestead entry. 
The commissioner 


says: "Your action in rejecting the final 
proof was erroneous, and the exceptions 
thereto by Phillips are well taken, and 
are hereby sustained. The proof is satisT 
factory, and upon the payment of com- 
missions due, you will issue final receipt 
and certificate in the case."

The Opening of Bids.

The annual spring^boom in foundlings has 


fairly set in. The babies come with the flow- 
ers and the robins; in April and May the 
police pickup twice as many in the streets as 


> in any other month in the year except July. 
All told, there are not so many of them now as 
a few years ago, in the hard times following 
the panic, when the generous basket set out 
nightly at the door of the foundling nsylum 
was found so often crowded with regular little 
families of youngsters that the good sisters 
were forced to take it in in self-defense. Yet 
there are enough. The returns of Matron 
Webb, their guardian at headquarters, show 
that she sent 134 waifa to the nursery on Ran- 
dall'* Island last year, and thirty so far this 
year, to take their chances there in a fight for 
life that was begnn in the gutter, and in all 
human probability will soon be ended in the 
Potter's Field At the best their chances are 
of the slimmest It is not to be doubted that 
many of Jhem are put in the street to die and 
save the expenses of a funeral 


It is a curious fact that fully seventy per 


cent of the foundlings are boys, and that just 
twice as many are found on the east side of the 
city as west of Broadway. Of the latter fact 
there is, in the opinion of Matron Webb, a rea- 
sonable explanation. A large proportion of the 
unfortunate mothers have been cared forin the 
Charity Hospital on Blackwell's island. ' At 
the end of two weeks they are shipped back to 
the city with their babies, and, homeless, 
friendless, penniless, choose rather to throw 
their offspring on the mercy of the world at 
once than see it starve before their eyes. Most 
of the foundlings certainly are from two to 
three weeks old. Who shall judge harshly the 
mother who caste her child from her bosom? 
Who shall know wliat heart-strings were sun- 
dered then* Now and then one can hear them 
Vibrate yet in the despairing wail, scratched on 
a piece of soiled paper: "Take care of mV 
child, for God'saake! I cannot," More briefly, 
but not less eloquentlyJthe message written 
with a trembling hand: "The child is christened

A Cyclone at Orange, Missouri. 


CAHTHAGE, Mo., May 14.—At 7:40 yesterday 


evening a storm which had been threatening for 
some hours struck the town-of Orange, a few 
miles west of here, in the shape ot acylone, and 
in a few minutes the t-»wn was entirely destroyed 
with the exception of a few dwellings.
